INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 
Bills were introduced, read first time at length 
and referred as follows : 
By Mr. J ohnson (by request)—An Act to provide 
for the government of the State Library. 
[Repeals 
certain sections tlf the Political Code, and provides 
for the election of five Trustees, etc., and defines 
their duties J Committee on S u te Library. 
Also (by request), an Act to amend Sections 1181 
and 1182 of the Penal Code of California. 
[A bill 
covering the points raised in the Sprague ease.] 
Committee on Judiciary. 
By Mr. Kane—An Act concerning Boards of 
Health. 
[Provides for the election of Boards of 
Health instead of appointm ent, and makes their pay 
$100 per month. I ban Francisco delegation. 
By Mr. M c r k l a n d —An Act providing for the as­ 
sessment and collection of taxes. (Provides a general 
system of taxation under the new Constitution, in 
220 sections.] Committee on Finance. 


THE TEST ACT. 
On motion of Mr. Davis, the Senate took up out 
of its order Senate IÍ II No 83—An Act authorizing 
the C m troller and Treasurer of State to transfer 
certain funds.

Mr. Baker offered a concurrent resolution request­ 
ing our Senators and Representatives in Congress to 
procure the passage of such measures as shall allow 
the entry of ju te at the port of San Francisco free of 
import duty, to such am ount as can be made up 
into sacks by prisoners in the State Prison. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Senate reassembled at 1:30 r. m.. President 
Mansfield m the chair. 
Rod ealled and a quorum present. 


THE WATER BILL. 
The Senate took up Assembly Bill No. 1—An Act 
to repeal an Act entitled an Act to authorize the city 
and couuty of San Francisco to provide and main­ 
tain public watcr-works for said city and county, 
and to condemn and purchase private property for 
that purpose, approved March 27,1876—on its final 
passage. 
Mr. T r a y l o r sjK>kc in favor of the passage of the 
bill. 
He hoped the Senate would decide in favor of 
the wishes of the people of San trancisco. 
All the 
parties who went into the last campaign promised to 
favor the passage of an Act to repeal the “ Rogers 
Act ” 
He recited the history of th Act at length, 
to the same effect as in the 8(*eeches heretofore pub­ 
lished. 
He knew that the water was not worth one- 
tenth of the am ount demanded for it. 
Mr. Zuck had been led to make sume special exam 
ination of the question. 
He had found th at the 
“ Rogers A ct” appeared to ho an Act in favor of the 
people. 
He could not see a ything in it which 
ought to lead Sena ors to use so much haste in the 
roncal <>f that Act. 
Spring Valley a=ked the repeal 
of this law to day because the Lake Merced scheme 
had come to the front. 
The motive of Spring Vai- 
ley was that they would ha« e to pay taxes to assist 
in purchasing a rival water privilege. This bill had 
not yet been explained to his satisfaction. 
The 
question was. Win» represented San Fiancisco? The 
legislative delegation favored the rep.al of this Act, 
while the B »ard oí Supervisors of tin t city thought 
it best th at Lake Merced should be purchased, 
lie 
read the Act proposed to be repealed, and thought 
it was an Act in the interest of the people of San 
Francisco. The people of San Francisco in their 
sovereign capacity were the best judges of the value 
of Lake Merce i. The Senate should allow the peo­ 
ple of San Francisco to vote upon the proposition 
as to whether they would pay 81,500,060 for th at 
lake or not. This law had been on the statute 
books for four years, ami the people of San F ran­ 
cisco had never before discovered that it was such a 
bad law. 
He was in favor of letting the “ Rogers 
A ct” remain on the statute books. 
By the repeal of 
this Act the Legislature would tie the hands of San 
Francisca in the future and place it at the mercy of 
Spring Valley. 
Mr. Dickinson said th at he had taken the st-ep=? he 
had in favor of the repeal of the R >gers Act, because 
public opinion was in favor it. All the legislative 
representatives on the Republican ticket in San 
Francisco at the last election pledged themselves, 
among other things, to the repeal of this Act. 
He 
would undertake to sav th at in its present form 
the question never could be subm itted to the people 
of San Francisco, 
lie read the Act, and showed 
that there were two Boards of Commissioners pro­ 
vided for. 
He gave the proceedings under the law 
at length. 
He held that after the |>owcrs given by 
Section '» bad been exercised by the Board tf Com­ 
missioners, the people had nothing more to do wi h 
it. They could not then vote up n the question. 
That was the present condition of affairs. There 
was nothing in the whole Act that provided for the 
award of the s.c m d Board *»f Commissioners, being 
submitted to the people. 
Private property'could 
not be taken for public use without due process of 
law. 
Private property could not be condemned by a 
popular vote. 
He did know whether the Spring 
Valley Company were interested in this Act or no*. 
H.; did not think public opinion had changed much, 
and read from the B ulletin and Call in support 
of th at position. 
He disagreed entirely wi:h the 
last speaker in regard to subm itting the question 
to the people. 
Mr. Enos deemed the question an im portant one 
to San Francisco. 
The water question was one 
which had interested the people of San Francisco 
for many years. 
Three hundred thousand people 
were a t the mercy of a single gigantic corporation. 
This 
Rogers Act ” had its inception and conception 
in th at corporation. 
He first wanted all the facts 
placed before the Senate, but he was in favor of the 
passage of the hill and the repeal of the “ Rogers 
A ct” in accordance with his pledges to his constitu­ 
ents, and he would be in favor of it until the people 
instructed him otherwise. 
He read from the report 
cf Colonel Mendell in regard to Lake Merced. * He 
was not affected by the interest Spring Valley might 
have in this m atter one way or the other. 
He 
quoted a large num ber of authorities u t>on the snb- 
ject and held that it was necessary under the law 
that the Commission should consist of seven. 
He 
believed the acts of the Commission, constituted as 
it was, were illegal, null and void. 
Mr. Kank still felt the same about the bill as he 
did when it was up last. This measure was in the 
interest of Spring Valley and he should vote against 
it. 
He did not < are for the opinion of the press of 
San Francisco much. The ¡tapers of that city were 
“ neither fish, flesh nor good red herring." 
lie was 
instructed by his constituency to vote as he thought 
best, and he would vote against this bill. 
Mr. Sattkrwiiite thought th at the arguments 
against the validity of the process of the Act were 
fallacious. 
He did not think Senators could be very 
far wrong in voting to keep the Rogers Act on the 
statute books. 
He argued the legal aspect of the 
case at some length. 
He held that the power of 
eminent domain could be exercised outside of the 
Courts. The State could delegate its power to pub­ 
lic or quasi-public corporations. 
He cited various 
authorities in support <»f his position 
He believed 
the Act to be constitutional. 
Mr. Dickinson explained th at he agreed that it 
was in the power of the State to authorize property 
to be condemned and to proride the manner. 
B it 
he held th at in the Rogers Act the second Com­ 
mission had been constituted a Court. 
Mr. Satterwuitm held th at if this Act was re 
pealed the proceedings under it would fall to the 
ground, and cited authorities on th at point. 
There 
was some doubt about the policy of repealing the 
Act. and he should vote against the bill. 
Mr. H ittell was ju st as strongly in favor of the 
passage of this Act as he had ever been. 
He came 
here, with the other Senators from San Francisco, 
publicly pledged to the repeal of the “ Rogers Act.” 
He held th at the question could not be subjected to 
a vote of the people under the present stage of the 
proceedings. 
If this Act was allowed to stand upon 
the statute books, San Francisco was compelled to 
pay $1,500,000 for a pond of water she did not 
want, and which was not fit for domestic purpose*. 
He then t«>«k up the Act and di3cus»ed the legal as­ 
pect of the case. The question could be submitted 
to the people under the proceedings of the first 
Board of Commissioners, but not under those of 
the second. 
It was necessary to repeal the Act in 
order to prevent the further proceedings which were 
necessary to complete the Judgment against San 
Francisco. 
Mr. Neumann did not think the question could be 
subm itted to ihe people. 
He was not one of those 
who believed that all subjects should be subm itted 
to a vote of the whole pe -pie. 
The disbursements 
of Urge am ounts of money should be voted upon 
only bv those who have to pay it. The power of 
eminent domain was vested in the I.egis! ture by 
the new Constitution. 
He thought it was proper 
th at the b 11 should pass 
Mr. George ?i>oke in favor cf towns owning their 
own water works. 
There had b;en, he said, no ob­ 


jection to the Rogers Act when it wns fiiYt intro­ 
duced, on the gn»mds of unconsiitutionality. 
He 
was opposed to putting a law on the statute books 
and repealing ii before giving it a trial. 
He favored 
consi íerute legislati in. 
If this Act is incorrect why 
repeal it ? It can do no harm 
If it should Ik; re­ 
pealed another will be introduced. 
Mr. Baker spoke in favor of the passage of the 
bill. 
lie thought from all the testim ony that the 
am ount propo td to bo paid for this lake was far in 
excess of its value. 
He believed that the right of 
em inent domain ought only to be exercisea by the 
Courts. 
He did no:, believe ir. a property qualifica­ 
tion, but he did believe that those who pay the taxes 
have a more vital iuterest in some questions than 
otherjx-ople did. 
Mr. Conger spoke again in favor of the passage of 
the bill. The Commission had a1 kuowledgea the right 
of property in water which was expressly prohibited 
bv Section 1 of Article IV of the Constitution. 
There was no property in water, and San t rat:cisco 
could take the water if she wished to. 
He was op­ 
posed to heaping a debt of $1,502,000 upon that city. 
Mr. Chase thought the right policy for the Senate 
was to pass the bill and leave the question with the 
people of San Francisco. 
Mr. P ardee favored the passage »>f the bill. 
Yes­ 
terday at 12 o'clock ha stood on the banks of Lake 
de la Merced. 
lie tested the water and gave it as 
his opinion as a man and physician that if the water 
was turned into the troughs in his yard, he would 
not perm it his horses t<* drink it. 
It was a weak 
brine, con:aining vegetable m atter and the chloride 
of sodium 
He denounced the scheme of foisting 
that lake upon San Francisco. 
He did not think 
there would be much opposition to the passage of 
the bill if there were no such iiiatitutiun as the 
Hibernia Bank. 
Mr. J ohnson spoke iu favor o? the passage of the 
bill, because it was the desire of the people of San 
Francisco that it should he passed. 
lie did not 
agree with ScMiators Dickinson and Hittell on the 
legal proposition, 
lie believed under the Act the 
{«copie would have a vote on the question. 
He be­ 
lieved iu subm itting all questions to the people, and 
th at they were the best judges of tbeir wants. 
The bill was read a third time at length, and 
passed by a vote of 28 ayes to 11 noes—Andenon, 
George, Hill, lvane, 
Kelly, Langford, Moreland, 
Nelson, Ryan, Satterwhite and Zuck. 
On motion of Mr P ardee, at 5:05 p. m the Senate 
adjourned.

Assembly Bills Nos. 53, 54, 55, and Joint Resolu­ 
tion No. 2 were read a second time. 
Mr. A nthony moved to amend Assembly Bill No. 
55, fixing the pay of members of the Legislature at 
$8 per day, by striking out ?8 and inserting $6. 
Mr. A nthony 
Mr. Speaker, it i.s well understood 
by my constituents, though thev represent a very 
small portion of the State, th at it should be the 
duty of this, the first Legislature under the new 
Constitution, to make a vigorous effort for the re­ 
duction of salaries. 
We have given to the people 
certain pledges—at least some of us have—tout we 
would stand up in favor of retrenchm ent as well as 
reform, and it is a fact th at cannot be successfully 
gainsayed, that the great mosses in this State, so 
far as ready meat:* arc concerned, are poor. 
It is a 
fact that all over the State there are a vast num ber 
of talented, honest, energetic men, who are endowed 
with every quality necessary to fit a man for public 
life, who would be glad to perform the duties de­ 
volved upon us here iu this Legislature for much 
less than $6 a day. They would be willing to do it 
for ?5 a day. They wou d save mou^y also, by being 
prudent and careful in tbeir expenses, and m eet all 
the demands of the people of Sacramento, get good 
quarters in which to live, and save more money 
than 
they 
could 
at 
any 
other 
business. 
In view of these facts, I say, here and now, that 
when the Constitution says here is a lim it beyond 
which the Legislature shall not go, but as much lets 
as they choose, th at we ought to cut off $2. 
I say 
we can well afford to drop off $2. 
It would not be 
very much, it is true, but it would am ount to con­ 
siderable in the aggregate, and if we do not start in 
soon in the direction of economy, and begin »o cur­ 
tail expenses, th at we will toon find ourselves in a 
worse condition financially than we are to-day. 
I 
am very much in earnest in regard to this matter, 
and if we adopt this amendment it will be the best 
day’s work we have done. 
Let us begin the reform 
at the to p ; let us commence with ourselves, and 
then we shall show to the people th at we arc sincere 
in our efforts to secure a more economical adminis­ 
tration of the aff tirs of State. The days of high 
salaries have passed. 
Mr. M a y b e l l — Mr* Speaker, I am in favor of re­ 
form. 
But, sir, there arc two kinds of reform, and 
one is political capital reform. 
W hat better thing 
could monopolies want than to have the pay of 
members of the Legislature reduced down t » noth­ 
ing? Why would monopolies want th at ? Why, be­ 
cause it would piace it beyond the power of any poor 
man to represent a poor constituency upon this 
floor. 
It would be an easy thing to find men who 
would come here ami serve for nothing. They could 
afford to serve gratuitously. The power that Sent 
a man here could afford to pay him a good and suf­ 
ficient per diem. 
Talk about eight dollars a day ; 
why, sir, I, as a mechanic, witliin the last eight 
years in this State, until these hard times have per­ 
vaded the State, have earned eight dollars and ten 
dollars a day at my irado. 
I am always io favor of 
j«aying him euch wages as his work deserves. Eight 
dollars a day is not too much for any man. 
JVben- 
ever there has been any attem pt made here to cut 
down the pay of attaches I have opposed it. 
Why, 
sir, you take into consideration the labor-saving 
machinery and the prolific soil, any man, if it was 
not for concealed taxation would make eight dollars 
a day K»r his labor. 
Then why not pay a represent­ 
ative of the people tig h t dollars r. day? I do not 
think th at th e gentlem an's constituency wants him 
to work for any les*. 
I do not think they are clam­ 
oring for reform with such a vengeance. 
W hy, sir, 
if a man does his duty to the people it 13 necessary 
f >r him to labor a t least three m onths before he 
takes his scat in the Legislature. 
It is necessary 
for him to read up and prepare h«mseJ. There is a 
coy of ref-irm th at is a sort of hypoocriiical 
cry, generally styled political molasses to c&tcb flie*. 
This kind o? refvrro I want nothing of. 
I represent 


the nobility of labor, and I contend for a just com­ 
pensation for labor, and I shall never vote to cut 
down the pay of a solitary’ individual who earns his 
money. 
Mr. A n t h o n y called for the ayes and noes. (No 
second.) 
The question was t ut and the am endm ent lost. 
Mr. Anthony said he thought his call bau been 
seconded. 
The 
pkaker—Is the call seconded ? 
Messrs. May and Levkk seconded the call. 
Mr. T yler—I raise the point of order that the re­ 
sult has been announced, and the ayes and noes can­ 
not now be demanded. 
Overruled. 
Mr. '1 ylkk—Mr. Speaker, before that vote is taken 
I want to make a few remarks. 
I agree very thor­ 
oughly with my friend to the right from San Fran­ 
cisco, th at there are various kinds of reform. 1 ho e 
that ’hi* Ajfser bly will be just as nearly unanimous 
as it may be upon this question. 
I say that a man 
who is tit to occupy a seat upon tnis floor earn9 to 
the people more than $S a day. 
And if it was com­ 
petent under the new Constitution to put it higher 
than that, I would be in fa .or of it. I have uodoubt 
that members up»>n this ti»»or will vote upon this 
question junt exactly in aec»>rdanee with the estimate 
that they place U|>oii themselves, and if there is a 
man upon this lloorwho thinks his services are not 
worth $8 a aay----- 
The Speaker 
The gentleman is out of o dcr. 
It 
is not in ordur to allude to the motives which ac­ 
tuate any gentleman in voting. 
Mr. T yler- This is my expression, th at they will 
be governed by the estim ate they put upon them ­ 
selves, and if they do not think their services are 
worth $8 a day then they will vote for putting the 
services of others at the same price. Now all these 
people who think their services are not worth 
a 
day will vote for the amendment. 
The Speaker (interrupting)—The gentlennn-m ust 
c ine to order. 
That language is not parliamentary 
and it is intim idating the gentlemen who desire to 
vote. Any man lias a right to vote as he sees fit, 
and no man has a right to impugn in advance the 
motives cf any other gentleman on this flooi. 
Mr. Tyler—1 am not aware that I have impugned 
the motives of any gentleman on this floor. 
The Speaker—Ño member lias a right to cast any 
imputation upon any other member. 
Mr. Tyler -1 most respectfully subm it th at I have 
done nothing of the kind. 
I At this point the Speaker ealled upon the Record- 
Union reporter for the words spoken by the gen­ 
tleman irom Alameda, which were furnished. 1 
The Speaker—The gentleman will take his seat. 
The Chair orders the 'gentleman to take his scat. 
Mr.'l ylkr—Mr. S|>eaker----- 
The S p e a k e r —The genllem >n from Alameda, Mr. 
Tyler. 
Mr. Tylsr—Mr. Speaker, I said th is: 
I suppose 
every member on this floor has the right to pay to 
every legislator who comes hereafter just exactly as 
much a* he is entitled to receive under the Cousti- 
mtion, provided it is not more than he thinks his 
services are worth. 1 suppose every gentleman upon 
this floor, if he believes his own services are not 
worth more than that will be governed in his action 
to a certain extent by that estimate. 
I say that all 
those who believe the services of legislators who are 
fit to occupy Seats upon this floor are worth $8 a 
day will vote down that amendment. 
Mr. May—Mr. Speaker, I am sincerely in favor 
of the amendment offered by the gentleman from 
Santa Cruz, Mr. Anthony, aud it would have pleased 
me better if he had said $5. 
I would vote for $6. 
And 1 want to say now, th at when I cast my vote 1 
don’t wan* any gentleman to suppose th at when I 
vote for 
a day 1 consider my services worth that 
am ount. 
It has been my fortune to be a m erchant 
for some years past, and 1 have not been able to 
make $5 a «lay. 
Now there may be gentlemen here— 
no doubt there ar»; 
whose ponderous intellects

going them two dollars better, and say that we will 
work for six dollars a day, aud when their little bill 
comes in for us to pay, why, I won’t do it. 
Mr. McTxtuku—Mr. Sjleaker, I don’t believe in this 
taik about reform and cutting down wages.

last Legislature fixed it at eight d<»llars a «lay. and 
the i*e*»ple are satisfied with the price.

of the State ihat the members should be paid for 
their labor. 
Why, sir, I can make more at farming 
than I can here. 
I am perfectly willing to go upon 
the record.

Platt in induced a j«*iut resolution, requesting 
the President to invite the ca operation «»i foreign 
maritim e U .vernmcnts in t.be construction of a 
canal across the Isthm us of Darien. 
Laid on the 
table. 
A num ber of private bills were passed. 
The spec al order, the bill to prevrnt cruelty to an- 
finals iu transportation, was called up. 
Davis of Illinois said that any bill imposing condi­ 
tions upon such an im portant businc-.-, :is the trans­ 
portation of live stock to the seaboard was an iin- 
portant one, and -hould be scrutinized bv the Sen­ 
ate before it became a law. 
It wou d seem that th e 
interests of the shipper ana owner of live stock 
should lend sufficient protection from cruelty, b u t 
it was a lamentable fact thaT nbns 
had existed, 
and that cnttfo had reached their destination in an 
unfit condition—unfir to be used for food. The jhio- 
l-Ie could force Congressional legislation, and a bill 
was accordingly passed in 1872. The question was 
whether th at law was not better than the proposed 
one. By the existing law cattle m ust be unload ad 
once in every twenty-eight hours for food, water and 
rest for at least five hours, unless thev arc car­ 
ried 
in boats 
or 
ears 
in 
which they can 
have food, 
water and gpact and 
opportunity 
to rest. The bill proposes to take :< way the obliga­ 
tion that cattle be unloaded except at iutorvais of 
sixty hours, if they can obtain i >od on the cars. 
This prevents their getting rest, because they can­ 
not rest on the cars, and be believed rest as neces­ 
sary as food and water. To keep animals standing 
sixty houia was cruel. 
Thurmau spoke at sonic length against the bill, 
os it stands, though he favored its object, and would 
support it if amended, 
it stretched the power of 
Congress to regulate commerce further than any 
bili had done heretofore. Some of the provisions, 
too, seems unskiltfully drawn. 
On his motion, the bill was allowed to go over 
until to morrow, to be printed, together with the 
amendments proposed to be i fferud by several Sena­ 
tors. 
The Chair appointed Senator J’ryor to replace t he 
late Senator Houston on the Committees on Kit c- 
tions, Claims and Poetofiice. 
After an executive session tlie Seriate adjourned.

FRCTZCTI0N FOB TEE FORESTS. 


A SENSATIONAL STORY. 
The telegraph yesterday brought a story 
of a woman seventy years of age who, in 
Cincinnati, lived thirty days without 
food or drink. W e are unable to repose 
any faith in this statement. It ¡3 no doubt 
true that under exceptional circumstances 
persons have in a few cases maintained 
life without food as long as this, but we. do 
not think there is a case on record where life 
was maintained thirty days without food 
and drink. It is or ought to be a well 
known fact that the lack of food can be 
endured much longer when water is access­ 
ible than when it cannot be obtained. The 
average period during which a healthy 
man can live without food or drink 
is from eight to ten days, though 
it has frequently happened that the 
deprivation of all sustenance for three days 
ha3 been attended with fatal consequences. 
W here brain disease is present prolonged 
fasting is endured more easily, and with 
less exhaustion, than by sane persuns. 
It 
is said in the account under discussion that 
the last words of the dying woman were 
“ U real! Bread! B read!” This too we 
are compelled to set down as imaginative, 
for we do not believe it possible that, even 
supposing a woman of seventy able to fast 
for thirty days, she would be able to speak 
at the end of that time. The whole story, 
indeed, bears a suspicious resemblance to 
the accounts of those “ fastinggirls” whose 
impositions have at various times caused so 
much useless controversy. Of one of these 
it has been gravely asserted that she fasted 
f..r six or sevenyears, and her friends stoutly 
maintained that during this time she never 
once tasted food. A really scientific test 
of one of these cases was once made, and 
then the girl did actually die of starvation 
at the end of nine days. She was ob­ 
stinately determined not to confess the 
truth, which, of course, was that she had 
taken food secretly ; aud her infatuated 
parents actually permitted her to kill her­ 
self. They w ire very properly prosecuted 
and pnni3hed, but for all that there have 
ever since been plenty of simple and credu­ 
lous folks who were ready to *ielieve in 
wonderful stories of fasting. Since we 
undertake to teach physiology in the public 
schools, however, this class of fables ought 
to be laid on the shelf with other relics of 
barbarism. 


CABUL. 
The news from Cabul during the past 
week has been more indicative of success 
for the English arms than for some time 
previously. Despite the gloomy predictions 
of opponents of the Government it appears 
that General Roberts has succeeded in es­ 
tablishing himself firmly at Cabul, and 
that he is in no danger whatever, and well 
furnished with supplies. The late com­ 
bined attacks upon him having failed so 
conspicuously, the Afghans appear to be 
realizing that it is useless for them to 
maintain so unequal a contest. The recent 
successive disasters sustained by Russia 
have doubtless exercised an important 
influence upon the Afghan leaders, more­ 
over. Twice wilhin the past four months 
have Russian forces been defeated by 
the Turcomans, and the inference cer­ 
tain to be drawn from these de­ 
feats will be that it is not safe 
to trust to the alliance or the promises of 
bo weak a power. The Oriental mind re­ 
spects nothing so much a3 physical force, 
and it measures all European powers by 
their military prowess. If the Afghans, 
therefore, think that Russia has ceased to 
be a possible deliverer for them, they 
will be the more willing to cease fighting 
Encland, though it is very doubtful if it 
can be at all safe for the British Govern­ 
ment to leave the country without garri- 
Boning its principal strategic points heav­ 
ily. Meantime the winter is not over yet, 
and it remains to be seen whether the sup­ 
plies of General Roberts are sufficient to 
subsist his force until the passes are open 
again. 


We have observed with satisfaction the 
appointment in the Assembly of a Com­ 
mittee on Forestry, and hope the Senate 
wiil follow this good example. The need 
of legislation for the protection of the for­ 
ests of the State is extremely urgent. The 
Congressional report upon this subject, 
published a year ago, confirmed the giavest 
apprehensions of those who had been ob­ 
serving the rapid destruction of the timber, 
aud demonstrated the imperative demand 
for protective and remedial measures. The 
indifference with which Congress and the 
State Legislatures have hitherto treated 
this question is not creditable to the intel­ 
ligence of politicians, and is in effect a 
sharp arraignment of their statesmanship. 
While legislators are expending all their 
energies upon partisan schemes and the 
management (£ ephemeral politics, the for­ 
ests of the country are being destroyed at 
a rate which if maintained must in a 
few years produce an actual scarcity. 
This, however, is' the least importaut con­ 
sideration. The rapid removal of the tim­ 
ber from the sides of mountain ranges 
threatens to produce the most serious ar.d 
irremediable injury to the commonwealth, 
aud this State has more to fear in the near 
future from the denudation of the Sierra 
Nevada- than from any cither injury be­ 
side the flow of mining debris. When the 
mountains are clothed with their natural 
growth of timber the snows of the winter 
are retained where they fall, and melting 
slowly throughout the spring and summer, 
keep up a steady and moderate supply of 
water iu the rivers and streams. Rut 
when the mountain sides are stripped of 
their forest growth the snows become sub­ 
ject to disastrous slides, and melting rap­ 
idly because of their greater exposure, 
pour dowu their water in swift and sud­ 
den freshets, which, rushing into the val­ 
leys, produce destructive floods, to he 
followed by long drought. 
The greed 
and hlindnesss of man have in many coun­ 
tries and at different times pursued this 
reckless policy iu regard to timber, and 
always with the same consequences. In 
France, in the Tyrol, in Switzerland, in 
Italy, extensive areas of fertile territory 
have been converted into sterile deserts in 
this way. Wherever the destruction of 
the forest growth on steep acclivities has 
been permitted, Nature has mercilessly in­ 
flicted the penalties she always visits upon 
those who violate her laws. In France, 
during the last quarter of a century, the 
Government has inaugurated vast schemes 
of what is called “ reboi.sement ” or re- 
wooding, and an elaborate code of forestry 
lawB have been put in operation for the 
protection of the timber, and for the re­ 
habilitation of the ruined districts. 


In California a few more years of stolid 
neglect on this head will undoubtedly 
produce consequences of the most serious 
character. It will be useless to attempt to 
control or regulate the flood -waters of our 
rivers in the valleys so long as the denuda­ 
tion of the Sierra is allou-td to proceed as 
in the past. A time must come, if the 
present policy is pursued, when the denuda­ 
tion will have reached a point at which the 
operation of natural laws will come into 
effect. Then tiie first severe snow-storm 
will produce avalanches which, sweeping 
without check down the naked mountain 
sides, will carry everything they encoun­ 
ter before them to destruction. Snowsheds 
wiil be obliterated. Mills, houses, villages, 
towns, whatever lies in the path of the 
slide, will he crushed and overwhelmed. 
Not improbably the communications will be 
completely destroyed across the mountains. 
And the work of the avalanche will be 
but the beginning of evil. The first mild 
weather of spring M ill melt the masses 
of snow, no longer shielded by M-oods, and 
the entire volume will be poured into the 
river channels, and sent in torrential form 
down upon the valleys. No levees can 
withstand the impact of such a Hood. 
They will give way, aud destruction will 
spread broadcast over the Sacramento val. 
ley. These torrents, too, will, by the 
force of their descent, strip the neighbor­ 
hood of their sources of the soil which 
could alone renew thefoiestgrou-tb. Their 
destructive energy exhausted, terrible 
droughts Mill eusue. 
The rivers Mill 
become unnavigable by May, the miners 
Mill be deprived of M-ater, ami every in­ 
dustry and interest Mill suffer. There 
is nothing imaginative iu this picture. It 
¡3 a mere application to California of laws 
which have been seen iu operation a hun­ 
dred times in other parts of the world. 
This is what is certain to happen if noth­ 
ing is done to preserve our forests, and it 
may be added that it is certain to happen 
within the lives of men Mho are now mid­ 
dle-aged. In urging remedial action upon 
Congress and the State Legislature, there­ 
fore, we are only asking that the State may 
be protected against calamity the danger 
of which cannot for a moment be ques­ 
tioned. 
THE EVIDENCE OF ACCOMPLICES. 
A bill has been introduced in the Assem­ 
bly which we believe to be against public 
policy. It is to amend the Penal Code 
(Section 1111), and is in the following 
form : “ A conviction cannot be had on 
“ the testimony of an accomplice, unless he 
“ is corroborated by other evidence, which 
“ in itself, aud without the aid of testimony 
“ of the accomplice, connects the defend- 
“ ant with the commission of the offense; 
“ and the corroboration is not sufficient if 
“ it merely shows the commission of the 
“ offense, or the circumstances thereof.’ 
The Code at present provides that a con­ 
viction cannot be had on the testimony of 
an accomplice, unless he is corroborated by 
other evidence which lends to connect the 
defendant with the commission of the 
offense. 
Tiie change proposed consists 
in the omission of the two words, 
“ tends to,’’ and in thus requiring 
that the corroborative evidence shall di­ 
rectly and absolutely connect the defend­ 
ant with the offense. There arc many 
crimes in which the evidence of an accom­ 
plice may be sufficient to secure conviction 
if the principle of the Code as at present 
constituted, is observed, but in which the 
escape of the defendant, however actually 
guilty, would be almost assured by the 
change proposed in the law. In the case 
of stage robberies, for example, where the 
identification of defendants by their vic­ 
tims was frustrated by the common prac­ 
tice of wearing disguises, the evidence of 
an accomplice might be the only means 
of securing conviction, but that evidence 
would be of no validity under the 
new law. 
The plea for the ’change 
put forward by those who urge it 
is, we believe, the occasional failures of 
justice which have heretofore occurred, by 
which innocent men have been punished. 
So long, however, as the machinery of 
justice is human, it will be fallible, and 
sometimes innocence will suffer. But such 
instances are far too few to justify a change 
in the law which is so plainly in the inter­ 
est of evil-doers, and which savors so 
strongly of an attempt on the part of crim­ 
inal lawj era to n.ake their professional 
work easier. The avenues of escape from 


justice are already far too numerous, and it 
cannot be for the public good that they 
should be multiplied. 
As, however, the 
subject is one upon M-hieh all public prose­ 
cutors must be valuable witnesses, Me sug­ 
gest to these officers the propiitty of com­ 
ing forward aud stating their views on the 
proposed change in the law.

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PUT IT IN ITS L1TJLE BED. 
The Senator from Santa Barbara, w’ho 
we believe styles himself “ The Lone One,"’ 
has introduced a rather singular joint res­ 
olution. 
It instructs and requests our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
to use their influence to secure the free 
coinage of silver, the retirement of National 
Rank notes, and the prohibition of the 
issue of interest-bearing bonds in time of 
peace. 
Senator Chase entertains very 
peculiar views upon a great variety of 
questions, but his financial notions are 
ultra-crotchety. 
We do not know how 
they might answer in the peculiar sur­ 
roundings of the “ Summer Land,” but 
we are very certain that they are in no 
respect adapted to the requirements of this 
matter-of-fact world. 
Neither is it any 
way doubtful that it is incumbent on 
California, as the champion State of 
honest finance and hard money, to 
eschew 
all fantastic and preposter­ 
ous currency vaiaries. 
W hat Mr. 
Chase asks is neither more nor less than 
that our Senators and Representatives 
should urge the adoption of a single silver 
standard; the endowment of Congress 
with absolute control of the paper money 
of the country ; ami the cessation of all 
efforts to save the people’s mouey by fund­ 
ing the public debt at a lou'er rate of in­ 
terest. Now the interests of California, 
in common with those of the whole coun­ 
try, -ire diametrically opposed to each and 
all of these propositions, and it would 
therefore be extremely foolish for the 
Legislature to make any such proposition 
to our delegation in Congress. Viewing 
this joint resolution from the standpoint of 
uninspired practicality, M e are disposed to 
think that the Committee on Federal Re­ 
lations, to which it has been referred, will 
do M-ell to prepare it for the sleep that 
knoM’s no waking. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 
The annual meeting of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society takes place to-day at 2 v. 
M. At that time there will be elected a 
President and three Directors, and all an­ 
nual aud life memoers Mill be entitled to 
vote. It is probable that the membership 
will take its usual interest in this meeting, 
which is the initial point for a new year in 
the history of the Society. In one respect 
the meeting wiil he unusual, as it is under­ 
stood that there is no contest for the vari­ 
ous positions, and that the combined efforts 
of tiie friends of the Society are made in 
harmony in its behalf. In view’ of the past 
achievements of the State Society under 
his administration. M. D. Boruck has 
been solicited to again run for the po­ 
sition he most recently filled in the organ­ 
ization, hut he is authority to us for the 
statement that lie finds the demands upon 
liis time too great to warrant him in taking 
an active part in the management of the 
Society. 


C DOLING DOWN. 
The Fusionists in Maine appear to La 
cooling down. They perceive that their 
cause is hopelessly lost, and just now the 
indications are that they will withdraw as 
best they may. But uo credit will be due 
them for this. It must he borne in mind 
that they were perfectly willing to take 
advantage of Gareelon's knavery, and that 
they were prepared to carry out the suiu- 
dle he had originated, to the end. They 
have manifested no public spirit, uo con­ 
scientiousness, no honesty, in this whole 
disgraceful business, and they ought to be 
retired into private life amid the poll tempt 
and aversion of all self-respecting men, 
without distinction of party.

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DDMESTII SEW S. 
Allah's at Git- Xaiioual Capital.

W ash in gto n, January 19th.—The prinei 
pal interest at the Capitol to-day centered in 
the l’resideut’s long-expected list of noniina- 
tiuns lor foreign missions, lor the Governor­ 
ship of Utah and Census Supervisors. They 
had been carefully guarded, and were for the 
rno.it part a surprise, not only to the general 
public, but to the greater portion of the Sen­ 
ators and Representatives. It will be noticed 
that the foreign appointments are all promi­ 
nent and experienced officers iu the diplo­ 
matic or consular service, Lon’ell being trans­ 
ferred to London from Madrid, Foster to St. 
Petersburg from Mexico, aud Morgan to 
Mexico from Egypt, where he is now Consul- 
General. 
General Murray, whose name is sent in as 
Governor of Utah, entered the Federal aru.y 
in M il as a boy of eighteen, and two yeais 
afterwards became Major of the Third Ken­ 
tucky Cavalry, then commanded by the 
heroic Colonel Jackson. 
Remaining con­ 
stantly in the service throughout tiie Mar, he 
rose to the rank of Brigadier-General, and 
commanded a brigade of cavalry under 
General Sherman in the “ march to 
the sea.” 
lie was United States Mar­ 
shal for Kentucky for several years, under 
appointment from President Grant, and 
is now the 
principal 
proprietor 
of 
the Louisville Commercial, perhaps the lead­ 
ing Republican paper of the Southern States. 
He is personally very handsome, but aside 
from his soldierly dash and fine presence has 
not made any particular impression among 
those who know him in Washington. On 
the contrary, he appears to be generally con­ 
sidered a man of large personal vanity and 
small intellectual ability. The President, in 
making this appointment, has overruled the 
almost unanimous wish of his Cabinet for 
Governor Emery’s retentiot, and has created 
great.db.satisfaction among tho friends of va­ 
rious other candidates to whom he had given 
great encouragement as recently as last Sat­ 
urday. 
_ To-day’s nominations for Census Super­ 
visors have already elicited many expressions 
of dissatisfaction on the part of the Demo­ 
crats in Congress, who claim that one-half of 
those appointments should have been Demo­ 
cratic. 'Oil a rough estimate it would appear 
that the proportion of Democratic names is 
from one-fourth to one-third of the total 
number, and there is some talk of making a 
strong fight in the Senate to obtain a larger 
proportion ; but the u-hole list is, neverthe­ 
less, likely to be confirmed. Three of the 
appointments for California, namely: Lang­ 
ley. llardenberg and Dana, were made on the 
recommendations of the Republican members 
of tiie delegation. Dunn m-;is nominated at 
the instance of Senator Farley and Represent­ 
ative Berry. He is County Clerk of Solano. 
_ The Evening ¿¡tor, editorially noticing the 
favorable action of the House committee on 
the bill to restrict Chinese immigration, says : 
“ The members of Congress from the Pacific 
States are unanimously in favor of the bill. 
The question of politics does not enter into 
their support of this measure, and they un­ 
hesitatingly declare that no party can receive 
an Electoral vote from the States they repre­ 
sent that opposes the hill. The newspapers 
of these States, without regard to party, re­ 
iterate this declaration, and in view of a 
Presidential election it is easy to realize how 
much influence this announcement Mill have 
upon Congress. 
The States of Califor­ 
nia, Nevada and Oregon have twelve 
Electoral votes— more than enough iu a 
tolerably close contest to decide tiie choice 
of President.” The Star is of the opinion 
that the bill will pass the House, but as the 
Senators are not so free in expressing them­ 
selves upon the pending measures as the 
Representatives, the editor thinks it next to 
impossible to predict the fate of the measure 
in the Senate. He remarks : “ Enough has 
ueen developed, however, to show that the 
old fight over the Chinese question is to be 
renewed, and that it will wax very warm be­ 
fore the fight is over.” 
Intimate persons and friends of Senator 
Lamar now in Washington consider his con­ 
dition worse than it has been reported, and 
doubt whether lie will ever again take an 
active part in public affairs.

WASHINGTON, .January 19th.—Jarrett & 
Richards, of Santa Barbara, C’ab, were ad­ 
mitted to practice in the Supreme Court to­ 
day.The following decision was rendered to­ 
day : William Treuouth. plaintiff in error, 
vs. the city and county of San Francisco—iu 
error to the Supreme Court of California. 
This is a controversy as to the title to certain 
lands in the city of San Francisco which 
were granted to the city by Act of Congress 
March 8, I860, and by the city deeded to de­ 
fendants. Trenouth set up a claim to the 
lands on the ground that his grantors were 
in possession thereof at the time the Act of 
1 Soli was passed, and that one of them was a 
pre-emptor under the laws of the United 
States. This Court sustains the opinion of 
the District and Supreme Courts below, that 
Trenoutli’s grantors, upon liis showing, were 
intruders, who never had bona fide possession 
of the lands in question ; that the right of pre­ 
emption could not have been acouired by 
trespass, and that the bind- were claimed by 
the United States under a foreign title—that 
of the Pueblo—from Mexico, which claim 
was pending before the tribunals of the United 
States at the time of the alleged pre-emption. 
Judgment affirmed with costs. Field deliv­ 
ered the opinion. 
Tin- E xodus o f C olored People. 
W ashington, January 19th.—The Seuate 
Committee, consisting of Vooihees, Vane 
Pendleton, Windom and Blair, appointed to 
investigate the causes of the exodus of col­ 
ored people from the Southern States, com­ 
menced taking testimony to-day. The first 
witnesses examined were R e v . E . liankin, 
pastor of the Congregational Church of tnis 
city, and Thomas Tullock, Assistant Post­ 
master of Washington, both of whom testified 
that they had no personal knowledge of the 
causes of the exodus and knew nothing of a 
widely-scattered circular, to which their names 
were appended, appealing to the people of 
the United States tor money to assist the 
freedmen in finding a refuge from persecu­ 
tion, etc., except that they had promised to 
serve as members of a Board of Audit for the 
Emigrant Society therein referred to.

S u g g e stio n s A b o u t S c h o o l B o o k s.—Ex- 
County Superintendent F. L. Landes yester­ 
day addressed a com munication to the Board 
of Supervisors, thanking them for the cour­ 
tesy shown to him and making a number of 
suggestions. 
H e thinks there are too many 
text-books in use, and makes some pertinent 
proofs, 3tating that at present children are 
required to purchase and use a text-book on 
“ mental arithm etic” on entering the second 
division of the third grade, though they are 
usually unable to read the lessons in the 
book. 
A fter com pleting this book, the child 
m ust have "C olburn’s First Lessons,” con­ 
taining ail that is in the first book and as 
sim ple as its name indicates. 
In conjunction 
with this there m ust be used “ Ilobinson’s 
Rudim ents," another primary work. 
N ext 
comes 
“ Robinson’s 
Progressive Practical 
A rithm etic,” containing all that is in the 
“ Rudim ents ” and the real subject-matter of 
the intellectual arithmetic. 
Then follow 
higher 
arithm etic and 
commercial arith­ 
m etic, m aking six text-books, the whole sub­ 
ject-m atter of which are contained in either 
of the three larger works. 
On geography 
three books are used, three on grammar, 
three on spelling, two on physiology, and two 
on philosophy. 
These books are all similar 
and contain the same information, and one is 
but a reprint of another to a great extent. 
T iiis compels the double purchase of the 
same material under different covers and 
slightly modified titles and names. 
H e esti­ 
m ates the real number of text-books really 
needed as eleven, whereas twenty-five are now 
required, no estim ate of the books of the ad­ 
vanced course, or for the object lessons on 
form, color, size, weight, animals, plants, 
morals and manners, being considered.

The Fusionist Legislature Held a Session 
on the Sidewalk.

A SIDEWALK LEGISLATURE. 
Aygusta, January 19th.—Governor Joseph L.

Admission was denied, and then the House pro­ 
ceeded to transact their business on the sidewalk, 
there being S in the House and 35 in the Senate. 
The reading of the records was dispensed with, and 
without transacting any business of account, the 
“ Legislature” adjourned to Union Hall at 10 o’clock 
to-morrow. The crowd then dispersed. There was 
great complaint on 'he part of the Fusionists, hut 
no serious disturbance occurred. Admission was 
denied to all parties without any favoritism, hut re­ 
porters were admitted. 
NOMINATIONS—PAYMENT REFUSED. 
The Governor has just made the following nomi­ 
nations : W. A. Luce, Superintendent of Schools;

The State Treasurer to-day issued an order in­ 
structing the subordinates in his office not to honor 
any demand for the payment of money from or 
issued by authority of either of the bodies claiming 
to he the Legislature of the State until further ad­ 
vised by him. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE SCENE IN FRONT 
OF THE CAPITOL. 
Boston, Januaiy 19th.—The Herald'* Augusta 
special says: At 3:40 Wilson, of Orono, a member 
of the Fusimiist House, arrived at the gate, and 
simultaneously Mayor Nash came down from the 
State House. 
Wilson demanded admission, and was refused. 
“ By whose order?” he asked. 
“ By order of Governor Davis,” said the Mayor. 
“ Governor Davis ordered the State House cleared 
because no business is being transacted in anj- of 
the Departments, neither the Treasury, Secretary of 
State's office, nor either house of the Legislature.” 
“ But,” expostulated Wilson, “ I have some valu­ 
able papers m my desk, which I must have.” 
Mayor Nash—I am sorry, sir, but I am only obey­ 
ing the Governor's orders in keeping you out. 
The Fusionist Senator Strickland then came up. 
“ Can I go in ?” he asked. 
“ No, sir,” was the Mayor’s reply. 
“ 1 ask admission as a member of the Senate of 
the State of Maine. My name is Strickland, and I 
can 9how you my credentials.” 
“ I am ordered not to admit any one,” was Mayor 
Nash’s reply. 
“ By whose orders?’’ asked Senator Strickland. 
“ Governor Davis’,” was the response. 
“ If you 
have any communication to make in writing, I will 
forward it to the Governor.” 
“ No, sir,” said the Senator, “ Í have no commu­ 
nication to make. 
I am satisfied.” 
At 3:45 Mr. L mson, President of the Fusion Sen­ 
ate, and Mr. Talbot, Speaker of the Fusion House, 
appeared with the Secretary and Clerk of these 
bodies, and demanded admission. 
Being refused by the Mayor, they asked entrance 
as members of the Legislature, only to have it again 
denied them. They put the same questions as Sen 
ator Strickland did, and received similar answers. 
A few minutes later Governor Smith came up and 
attempted to pass without asking any questions, 
lie was stopped by an officer’s arm, when he said : 
“ 1 demand admission as Governor.” 
His authority was not recognized, and he was 
turned back. 
At tiiis time at least 2,000 porsous had gathered 
at the gate, and ihe throng swayed to and fro, en­ 
deavoring to hear what was going on. 
A Representative, supposed to ha Knowles of 
Bradford, who has sat hut not acted with the Repub­ 
lican House, began a speech, in which he denounced 
the authorities for refusing him admission m the 
strongest terms. 
Presently a new diversion occurred, and a cheer 
drew everybody’s attention to where the tall form of 
Talbot, Speaker of the Fusionist House, was posted 
on the fence of th ' State House yard. Clerk Gibbs 
stood at his feet with the record hook and sundry 
papers. 
Mr. Talbot said, in substance : 
“ Since we are 
not permitted to enter the legislative hall by a 
usurping and illegal Governor, it becomes my duty 
to call the House of Representatives to order here, 
on the nearest possible spot. 
Gentlemen, to 
order.” 
The reading of the journal was dispensed with, 
and an order was offered by Plaisted of Line In 
that the House adjourn to meet to-morrow at Union 
Hall, Augusta. 
In reading this order, Talbot began: “ State of 
Maine, House of Representatives, as near as possi­ 
ble,” which created a laugh in the crowd. He de­ 
clared the order adopted, and the House adjourned 
accordingly. 
Lainson, President of the Fusionist Senate, who 
had also climbed upor. the fence, took off hi? ha* and 
said, “ Gentlemen of the Semite will please come to 
order.” 
Plaistcd’s order was then taken up ami declared 
adopted in concurrence, and the Lamson Senate ad­ 
journed. 
The members of the Fusionist Legislature then 
started down State street, followed by the crowd. 
An indignation meeting was organized in fror.t of 
the Augusta House, and speeches were made by 
leading Fusionist.?. Great excitement prevails. 
Boston, January 19th.—A Herald Augusta special 
says: All is quiet about the State House this morn­ 
ing. The duty of guarding the building Í9 m the 
hands of Major F. E. Nye, Acting Assistant Adju­ 
tant-General, and late of General Chamberlain’s 
staff. The General left for Brunswick on the first 
train this morning. The force of police is apparently 
largely increased, and guards placed outside the 
outer doors. The pasres issuel last week are not 
acknowledged to-day, hut persons authorized are 
granted new ones by Major Nve and others of the 
staff. 
Every precaution is taken against the in- 
terru. tion of business. The prospect is good for a 
quiet session of the Republican Legislature. What 
the afternoon will bring forth is a problem. The 
Fusionist Governor, Smith, is expected hourly to de* 
mand admission to the Executive Chamber. 
CAUCUS OF REPUBLICANS — THE ADJITANT- 
GENERALSHIP. 
Boston, January 19th.—The Ilerald's Augusta 
special says: A caucus of Republicans was held in 
the House this morning to see if a change could be 
made in the nomination for Adjutant-General. Ma­ 
jor J. Gallagher, nominated Saturday, had for his 
opponent in the caucus then held General George A. 
Beales, Per sion Agent at Portland for some years, 
and defeated him. Now it is believed by some lead­ 
ing Republicans that Gallagher, who is a young 
man, and has not had Beales’ experience, is not so 
weP fitted to fulfill the important duties of the office 
as Beales. Therefore a committee was thi3 morning 
appointed to confer with Gallagher, and get him to 
resign the nomination, but he would not yield. The 
committee reported this morning to the caucus, and 
a reconsideration ofjthe vote of Saturday nominating 
him was carried, on motion of Eugene Hale, and a 
ballot for another candidate taken, which resulted 
in the election of Beales by a vote of o9 to S for 
Gallagher. 


THE REPUBLICAN LEGISLATURE. 
Both houses of the Republican Legislature assem­ 
bled at 11:30, aud after the routine business ap 
pointed Sprague as State Printer. 
The oath of office was administered to Councilors- 
elect Robie, Campbell and Hinckley in joint Con­ 
vention. 
THE FUSIONISTS. 
The Fusionists will meet at the Coney House this 
afternoon in caucus, to see if a quorum cannot b» 
obtained previous to gi-ing to the State House. 


JOINT CONVENTION. 
The Republican Legislature, in joint convention, 
unanimously elected Henry B. Cleaves, of Portland, 
Attorn* y-General, the total vote being 105. General 
Ge rge S. Beales, of Portlandjwaa elected Adjutant- 
General, he receiving 85 to 4 for Gallagher. 
The Republican 
Legislature 
adjourned at 1 
o’el<*ck to 10 to-morrow morning. 


ORDERED TO BE READY AT A MOMENT’S NOTICE. 
The Herald'* BiddeforJ special says : The Bidde- 
ford Light Infantry received orders this morning to 
be in readiness to go to Augusta at a moment’s no­ 
tice. Fifty men volunteered to join tbe company if 
allowed. This order greatly augmented the interest 
and excitement here. 
FEELINGS TESTED—THE FIRST RESP0N3E. 
Boston, January 19th.—The JournaVi Augusta 
specials say : Governor Smith telegraphed to all the 
military companies this morning, to test their feel­ 
ings. The purport of the order was that command­ 
ing ofioors of companies should report to head­ 


quarters every morning, and if at any time the tele­ 
graph lines were cut, to start with their cora; anies 
for Augusta by rail. One of the first companies to 
respond was the Montgomery Guard, one of the 
Portland companies, comp*»sed of Irish-Americans, 
who are Democrats. Captain Lynch reports that he 
recognizes the powers that be. 
NOT YET IN POSSESSION. 
The acting Adjutant General has secured pos­ 
session of the hills and pay-roll of the armed guard 
placed over the State House under Black. Secre­ 
tary of State Chadbourne tent a communication to 
the Legislature announcing the fact that the papers 
of the State have nut vet been turned over to him, 
and the returns of votes are not on file. 
FUSIONIST CAUCUS. 
The Fusionists here have held a caucus, and as 
far as can be ascertained will hold out. The caucus 
was secret, hut not large. They cannot hold all 
their numbers. Their leaders have started a story 
that the Judges of the Supreme Court were prom­ 
ised an increase of salary for tlieir opinion. 
STATE SEAL—KEYS DELIVERED UP. 
An order was passed by the House providing for 
the purchase of a new real, should .lie State seal not 
be found. 
A. J. Andrews, Secretary of the Fusion Senate, 
and Mark Hardin, messenger of the Governor and 
Council, have delivered up the keys to their respect- 
ve offices. 
WILL REMAIN ON THE OUTSIDE. 
Augusta, January 19th.—The State House will I e 
closed this afternoon against the Fusion Legislature. 
No one will be allowed to enter the legislative hulls. 
It is thought there will be no trouble. 
GOVERNOR DAVIS’ FIRST NOMINATION. 
Boston, January 19th.—The Herald* Augu3ta 
speeial says : Governor Davis’ first nomination was 
that of Colonel A. W. Wildes of Skowhegan for Rail­ 
road Commissioner. Colonel Wildes was nominated 
by Governor Garc Jon, hut the Democratic Council 
tabled the nomination. The Colonel has held the 
office for a number of years. 
DENIAL FROM SPEAKER RANDALL. 
WasiI'Ngton, Jauuary 19th.—Speaker Randall 
having been asked if he had sent a dispatch to the 
Fusionist Legislature in Maine to stand firm, saying 
they are the legal body and should not yield their 
rights, because it was a matter of national im­ 
portance that the Democrats should have control of 
the State government of Maine, denies having sent 
t e above mentioned or any other dispatch. 
THE SECOND FUSION 3IEETING. 
Augusta, January 19th.—At the Fusion meeting 
in front of the Augusta House, James L. Lamson 
made a brief address, relating his grievances, that 
he was unable to gain admission to the State House, 
though he had a9 much right there as any other cit­ 
izen. He was glad to see the crowd so civil and cir­ 
cumspect. 
John C. Talbot, Speaker of the House, made a 
brief speech in the same tone. 
Darius Alden, of Augusta, also made a few re­ 
marks. 
While there were quite a number of ugly-looking 
Fusionists in the’crowd, most of them were good-na­ 
tured, and joked about the position of affairs. No 
threats were made, but the Republicans were given 
to understand in many ways that this would be 
used against them in the next campaign. The 
crowd then quietly dispersed. 
GOVERNOR DAVIS HEARD FROM. 
Governor Davis, by whose orders the State Uouse 
was closed against the Fusion Legislature, says he 
was unwilling that the farce should go on longer. 
Had they applied as citizens, and not as a legislative 
body, admissions would have been granted. 
He 
should-be ashamed to occupy the position of Chief 
Executive and allow what had justly been termed a 
“ fiat Legislature ” to meet. If wc hud a Legislature 
backed up by the Courts, the people and the mili­ 
tary, it was about time the humbug part was done 
away with. He had n* doubt the rank and file cf 
the Fusionists are all right, and have honest pur­ 
poses. and if let nlonc by unscrupulous leaders 
would take their places in the Legislature. 
SCENES INSIDE THE STATE HOUSE. 
Boston, January 19th.—'The Herald’s Augus’a 
speciil says: The scones inside the State Home 
during the afternoon h iurs were extra rdinary. 
The granite-walled old structure resembled a federal 
castle waiting an attack. 
In every passageway, 
from the subterranean moms up to the roof, were 
p dicernen armed with revolvers. 
Policemen chal­ 
lenged the steps of the exceedingly few persons 
who had by special fav<>r gained admittance. A 
double guard protected the Governor's room. The 
spacious rotunda below swnrmed with men, and 
when any one succeeded in getting past the 
guards at 
the gate ho was not admitted to 
the .State House 
without scrutiny 
fr. m ti e 
vigilant Senators who tended the carefully lock«d 
doors. The younger guardsmen on duty did not 
hesit itc to show their revolvers, and were antic­ 
ipating a hot contest with the Fusionist forces, 
whom they believed were abcut to arrive by rail- 
r ad. A special force of 120 or more nu n was de­ 
tailed to stand guard on the balcony fronting State 
street. Just before the arrival of the Fusion Legis 
lature on the sidewalk below, this balcony force was 
ordered into the hall of the House, where they were 
drawn up in military order and divided into squares. 
Gen. Charles Mattucks, of Portland, was in commai d 
of this contingent, and he appointed Major A. Bensc n 
of Portland, his Adjutant. When the guard was 
about to move out to the balcony, General Mnttnck 
commanded them to break step, fearing that the 
measured tread of so many would be heard by the 
Fusionists on the sidewalk, thirty feet distant; so 
when the men went out they broke step and suc­ 
ceeded in making no unnecessary noise. They were 
all armed with revolvers, and from their elevated 
point in the lofty balcony could have guarded the 
steps leading from the State House against a force 
o: 3,009. 
AFFAIRS QUIETING DOWN. 
Augusta, January 19th.—'The Legislature will in­ 
vestigate promptly and thoroughly the frauds which 
have been discovered and the alleged briber}' eases. 
A large number of men who have been in the city 
during the excitement return home by to-night’s 
train. The Fusiou Governor, Smith, said this even­ 
ing that there was a probability that his Government 
would by recognized by Congress a= the only lawful 
authority. 
THE STATE HOUSE DEFENSE. 
Auousta, January 19th.—Governor Davis ha9 
placed the State House defense in charge of Major 
J. E. Nyc, who had been General Chamberlain’s 
Assistant Adjutant-General, although Mayor Nash 
was nominally in command of the police force. 
THE FUSIONISTS DETERMINED TO KEEP UP 
THEIR FARCE. 
Augusta, January 19th.—Failing to gain admis­ 
sion to the State House to-day has seemed to cement 
the Fusionists. They say that Governor Smith 
could have had 10,000 men in readiness ata moment’s 
notice, but his counsel for peace has prevailed. The 
meeting to-night of the Fusionists seemed har­ 
monious. 
They have secured Union Hall, where 
they will hold their legislative assemblies, beginning 
to-morrow. The Secretary of State and Governor have 
secured rooms in the same building. Money enough 
hash a ngur.rn teed to run their Legislature all winter, 
and pay every man his salan-. They say they in­ 
tend to appeal to Congress, and will soon have a 
committee here to investigate matters. Their com­ 
mittee will report to-morrow, unanimously declar­ 
ing their body to be legal, but have not determiued 
on any definite plan of action. The Republicans 
say such a Legislature cannot hold together a week, 
but jn the present frame of mind of the Fusionists 
it is thought had they taken possession of the State 
House to-day they would have held it until expelled. 
This evening 250 pounds of ammunition was found 
in the office of the Superintendent of Buildings, 
which has been a sort of headquarters for the Fu 
sionists, besides loaded revolver?. 
The guard at the State House has been somewhat 
strengthened. 
General Beales has been duly installed in the 
Adjutant-General’s office. 
All is quiet to-night, though the Fusionists are 
very indignant. 
Governor Davis was at his post of duty all day. 
A meeting of rejoicing Republicans will come off 
a‘ Granite Hall Wednesday.

4 k in a an d J a p a n —Matts of th e 4’lty of 
IV kiug Lauded. 
S an F rancisco, January 19th.—The pilot, 
mail and Purser’s bag of the City of Peking 
were lauded this evening. 
IIoNo Kong, December 24, 1879. 
Chung How, just returned from St. Petersburg, 
now occupies the chief position of influence and 
power at the Imperial court, owing to bis success in 
obtaining a retrocession of the western provinces of 
Kashgar, 111,etc. 
lie is a strong advocate of ex­ 
clusive Chinese rights, and is known to he inimical 
to foreign relations. It is anticipated that a new 
policy will soon he introduced, as defiant as pru­ 
dence will allow of the Western Powers, several 
indications of which arc already manifested. 
Re­ 
ports are circulated of new proposals for treaty 
amendments, to be issued early in 1880 by Teuug 
LI Yamen, all tending to the resumption of complete 
control over all the p.rts by China, and the assertion 
of thesamerightsoverforeignresidentsasover native 
subjects. These plans, It is apparent, will he cautious­ 
ly and ingeniously developed, and slow in maturing, 
but unless some event occurs to check the extreme 
self-confidence of this Empire, caused by the over 
vaunted achievements by soldiers and diplomatists, 
it appears inevitable that a new and by no means 
friendly system will be pushed forward. The suc­ 
cessive* steps, however, will he managed adroitly. Bo 
asto avert a susjsdon of the true purpose as lang 
as possible. This is the genuine Chinese programme 
for the coming year, and perhaps for several years 
following. 
Owing to the strong intercessions from f-reign 
private sources, and especially, it is believed, from 
the Anti-Opium Socioty of Englan i, the barbarous 
sentences of mutilation jtassed tip m the surviving 
relatives of Yakub Bey, ex-ruler of Kashgar, have 
been commuted to life imprisonment. 
Yokohama, January 3 ,1SS0. 
Public attention is entirely absorbed ny a disas­ 
trous conflagration at Tokio, December 25th. 
This 
is the third similar overwhelming calamity in seven 
years—the first in 1872, the second in 18711 
Now, 
miles of ground is laid waste, nearly 15,000 homes 
are destroyed, and 50,000 persons rendered desti­ 
tute. The" aetud pecuniary loss is -till undeter­ 
mined, but is not so great as it would be in the 
western countries, owing to the cheap construction 
of a majority of the houses. Theloss of life is reck­ 
oned at about 100. Here, also, much uncertainty 
exists, the progress of the flames having be n so 
rapid as to overtake and destroy many who could 
give no sign. Iu several instances numerous un­ 
recognizable bodies or fragments were found among 
the ruins. Many, again, died from exposure to the 
ccld. The night succeeding the fire was excep­ 
tionally bitter. As happened twice before in the 
great fires, a considerable part of the foreign dis­ 
trict was destroyed, including several missionary 
establishments, one church, otic foreign newspaper 
otfiee—the Tokio Times. 
The Legation of the 
United 
Stales 
was 
in 
danger, but 
escaped 
unharmed. 
Extraordinary measures 
of 
relief 
were instituted by the Government authorities 
and 
private 
individuals, 
and 
no 
efforts 
’ were spared to alleviate the suffering. But all these 
are necessarily insufficient, and there is a strong cry 
for imperative action of the authorities in prevent­ 
ing future crowding together of inflammable struct­ 
ures, and for the organization of efficient lire brig­ 
ades. which now are unknown here, the common 
multitude opposing them and clinging blindly to 
the old usages. There is a confident expectation 
that reforms will lie introduced, insuring that this 
will be the last of the fatally destructive fires in 
Tokio. 
Thyiv is much surprise and feeling at the an­ 
nounced intention of Japan to fix higher customs 
duties upon American than upon English imp its. 
It is evident that strenuous effort* are made bv En­ 
glish agents here to keep down taxation upon English 
commodities, while American agents have deemed 
it incredible that any unjust discrimination will be 
shown against a nation which has all along stnrsi 
Japan’s firmest friend. 
Nevertheless this unfor­ 
tunate mist ke has been committed, and energetic 
represen ations of its impolicy and danger have been 
presented by the United States Minister, whose re­ 
monstrances will doubtless prove effectual. 
The Japanese have extended their excellent 
school sy stem throughout the newly-readjusttd Rin- 
kin Islands. 
The British Charge d’Affaires is abandoning the 
aggressive and obstructive course pursued by the 
Envoy whoa the latter v i himself in charge. A 
notification has been issued from the Legation, or­ 
dering a stnct compliance with the pilotage regula­ 
tions of tho Government of Japan, a concession 
long denied by Sir Harry Parkes. who, it is believed, 
would never have granted it if he had remained 
here. 
All foreign Postoifices are now removed front 
Japan excepting only the French station at Yoko­ 
hama. The United States i tfices were withdrawn 
five years ago, to the mutual satisfaction of the 
Japanese and Americans. The others were reta'ned 
till now, with the avowed object ol extortingcom- 
pensation from the Japaneee authorities.
